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Tbere is very little to be added to 
the report already published in the 
Journal regarding the recent tire at 
the Institution. Although the offl- 
cersoftbe Institution were reluctant 
to give information as to the origin 
of the fire, the report has been eon- 
firmed that it was started thl 
the means of fumigating the 
room after the patients who were laid 
with scarlet fever had been removed 
to the city hospital. 

The pupils were placed under shel- 
ter in the parliament building (not in 
the gaol, as several certain deaf-mute 
papers in the States represented) for 
a week, and were then removed to 
comfortable quarters in a large build- 
ing known as the Bantiatyne resj. 
denoe, in Armstrong's Point, a nice 
suburb of the city. After nearly 
two weeks' delay in putting things in 
order at the new Institution, the work 
of school course is once more under 
full swing. 

I may giv'u a brief description of 
the new place which is at present 
occupied, pending the repairing of the 
Institution. 

During the great boom of ten years 
ago in Winnipeg, the late Hon! Mr. 
Bannatyne erected the bnildino 

the style of Scottish castles. I 
upwards of 170,000. It is a fact that 
the bricks cost ten cents apiece, and 
building stone much higher in value, 
eluring these boom days. Ingoing 
all through the building tbere seems 
to be no end of passing from room to 
room from the roof to the basement.

Notwithstanding all 
its magnitude, it is not convenient 
for a deaf-mute Institution 
suitable as a private residence for a 
prince. 

When the Government was 
tiating for a lease of the build, 
two months, the owner endeavored to 
sell it for 190,000, and failing to do 
so, he stated that thev could not have 
the use of the mansion for less than 
six months or a year, which obliged 
overnment to lease it for si \ 
months at $100 per month, as they
